After 45 consecutive football losses North ended their 
season in a big way, defeated Saydel 20-6, Oct. 27 at 
Saydel. 

It was almost five years to the day when North won it's 
last football game against Valley high, who was rated 9th 
in the state at the time. North defeated Valley Tigers 15- 
12, Oct. 22, 1982. 

Five years later the nations second longest losing 
string among active high school teams has been broken 
with the Saydel victory.
